This is nothing more nor 
less than an application of the rules 
and customs governing private iroli- 
vidunls in civilized communities to the 
Relations between nations. 
Secondly, the League will seek to 
remove a great temptation to war by 
tho general agreement to reduce the 
size of armies and navies. This will 
I ait the race for military and naval 
supremacy which was largely respon­ 
sible for the war just ended. 
The 
amount of armament any nation may 
maintain will be strictly defined. Thus 
it will he Impossible for one country 
to overwhelm its neighbor by unex­ 
pected attack, in the way that tier 
many 
crushed 
Belgium 
and 
would 
have crushed France had not the other 
democratic nations gone to iter aid. 
The idea is that each country may 
keep an army and navy large enough 
to enable it to fulfil its responsibili­ 
ties as a member of the League, but 
no larger. 
The Bolted Stares, for ex­ 
ample. pro, ably would he expected to 
keep a cheek on Mexico and the s ate 
©f constant turmoil in that country 
would be taken into consideration iii 
deciding how large an unity we should 
need.

•m ilitarily” defeated when the armis­ 
tice Game. 
* 
But General 
Hindenburg, 
General 
Groener and many other of her prom­ 
inent leaders knew it quite well. and 
very plainly told the kaiser Noverber 
9 last that the ‘ jig was up” entirely 
and that he must abdicate at once, ac­ 
cording to revelations just made in 
the pan-Oerman press from ‘ authentic 
sources”—which in Germany usually 
m eans quite offieial sources. 
W hile the purpose of the pan-Ger­ 
man press in making the disclosures 
was probably to present quite a differ­ 
ent aspect of the closing days at great 
headquarters, Spa. 
nevertheless 
the 
adm ission of defeat is quite outstand­ 
ing. 
The revelation*, in a nutshell, show 
that a group of generals 
urged 
the 
kaiser to abdicate because of the in­ 
ternal revolution; that he 
hesitated 
and wanted to lead an arm y.against 
the revolters ‘’to save the Fatherland.” 
that a canvass of other high generals 
showed such a i reject was im possi­ 
ble; that they couldn't guarantee their 
troops would tight bolshevism; 
and 
that alm ost without exception they de 
dared the arm. was in 
such 
shape 
that it wanted only to quit 
and 
get 
home. 
, 
Situation Desperate 
The situation was pictured to the 
kaiser as one ot' desperation, with food 
and supplies low, with a crack in the 
lines coming ai any time—in a word, 
that Germany was 
militarily 
beaten 
and in no shape to carry on. The kai­ 
ser’s hand was finally 
forced 
after 
Prince Max of Baden, without permis­ 
sion, gave out to 
the 
Wolff 
official 
new s agency a statement that W il­ 
helm had abdicated. 
The kaiser 
was 
w illing to renounce the title of kaiser 
but net king of Prussia. 
He was final­ 
ly persuaded to leave, though not until 
he had had aeieral changes of heart, 
and until his generals had told him 
that they could not 
guarantee 
his 
safety if he did not take an immedi­ 
ate dejiarture for Holland. 
The pan-German journals produced 
the outline just at tm lim e when the 
pan-German group in the assembly 
was seeking to unseat Erzberger and 
embarrass the government. 
The ob­ 
ject of their disclosures perhaps was 
to strengthen the position of the kai­ 
ser with the people, and thereby to 
support the Deutsch national party in 
Weimar, by picturing him as seeking 
only the weal of the fatherland up to 
the- last m inute of his rule.

Quick Abdication 
Abdication, the kaiser was inform­ 
ed. was not a question of hours, but 
of minutes. 
W hile the negotiations

pro­ 
ceeding. Prince Max of Baden gave 
the Wolff bureau a statem ent of the 
kaiser's complete abdication, although 
he had no authorization for such a 
step. 
The kaiser was angry at this “act 
of force” of the prince, and still clung 
to the contention that he would re­ 
main as king of Prussia.

To lay out a field exactly right for 
tractor plowing is som ething of an en­ 
gineering feat, but the United States 
Department of Agriculture has under­ 
taken to simplify it as much as pos­ 
sible. 
Bulletin 104b, Laying Out Felds 
for Tractor Plowing, contains diagrams 
of thirteen ways of laying out fields. 
Nine of these are methods in which the 
plows are lifted at the ends. The other 
four are methods in which the plows 
are left in the ground in going across 
the ends. 
They are designed for both 
rectangular and irregular fields, and 
one o r another of them will be found 
adapted to practically any piece of 
ground that is to be plowed.
